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ABSTRACT of an ACT “ to im- 
wer MAGISTRATES to ſettle and 
regulate the WAGES of Perſans em- 
ployed in the SILK MANUFAC- 
TURE, within their reſpective Ju- 
riſdictions;“ paſſed by the Britiſh 
Parliament in the 13th Year. of the 
Reign of George the Third, 


\ HIS AQ tecites, That from and after the 

| It of July 1773) the Wages and Prices fur 
Work of Journeymen Weayers reſiding within the City 
of London, ſhall be fertled by the Lord Mayor, Recor- 
der, and Aldermen of the ſaid City; by the Juſtices of 
Peace for the County of Middleſex ; and at the Quar- 
ter Seſſmus for all Places within the City of Weſtmin! 
ſter and the Liberty of the Tower of London. After 
making their Order, fourteen Days Notice is to be 
iven thereof, for the Information of Maſters and 
. men, in two public Papers; at the Expira- 


tion of which Time their Directions are to take Ef- 


fee.” 
The ſaid AR alſo particularly recites, That if, 
after the 1\t of July 1773, any Maſter Weaver, within 


either of the aforementioned Diſtricts, ſhall give more 


or leſs Wages to any Journeymen Weavers for their 
Work, than [hall be allowed as above directed, and ſhall 
be convicted of ſuch Offences, on the Oath or Oaths of 
One or more credible Witneſs or Witneſſes, he ſhall 
forfeit Fifty Pounds; to be levied as uſual in ſuch 
Caſes ; aud the faid Penalty is directed to be paid into 
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the Hands of the Maſter of the Weaver“ Company 
(firſt deducting the Expence of ſuch Proſecution), to 
be diſtributed by him, in Conjunction with the Wardens 
of the ſaid Company, to any didreſſed Journey men 
Weavers, or their Families, at their Diſeretion.“ 

By the ſame AQ it is alſo declared, That if any 
— Weaver or Weavers, within the Diſlricte 

fore-mentioned, ſhall aſk more or leſs Wages for their 
Work than ſhall be ſettled by tbe Magiſtrates or Juf- 
tices ; or ſhall enter into any Combination to raiſe the 
Prices of their Work ; or for this Purpoſe ſhall decoy, 
ſolicit, or intimidate, any Journeyman or Journeymen 
Weavers within the aforcfaid Diſtrictz, fo that or 
they quit their Maſters for whom they ſhall then be 
employed; or ſhall aſſemble themſelves in any Num- 
bers exceeding Ten, to frame or deliver Pettions or 
other Repreſentations, touching their Wages or Prices 
of Work, except to the Juſtices of Peace, or the Lord 
Mayor, Recorder, and Aldermen of the City of La- 
don, and ſhall be convicted of any of the dad Offences, 
in the uſual Manner, ſhall forfeit a Sum not exceeding 
Forty Shilliogs : And on Non-Payment of the ſaid For- 
ſeiture, the r is to be committed to the Houſe 
of Correction, to hard Labour, for any Time not ex- 
ceeding Three Months. The Forfeiture, when re- 
covered, to be applied in the ſame Manner as the For» 
ſeiture of Fifty Pounds.” 
On proper Oath made before Two Juſtices for any 
of the aforeſaid Diſtrifts, ſetting forth Keaſons of 
Suſpicion that ay Maſter or Journeyman Weaver 
hath been guilty of Offence againit this Act in anywiſe, 
ſuch Juſtices are to ifſue their Warrant to require the 
Attendance of ſuch Offenders, or of any Perſon or 
Perſons who may be enabled to give Information re- 
lative to the Charge: And if either the Offender or 
Witneſſes refuſe or neglect to attend, without giving ſa- 
tis factory Reaſons for their Abſence, the Juſtices are 
required to iſſue their Warrant to apprebend and bring 
ſuch Perſons before them ; and if after all, they refuſe 
to be examined, it remains with ſuch Juſtices to com- 
mit them to Priſon for One Month, or until they con- 
ſent to give Teſtimony of the Fatty in their Poſ- 
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This AG, alſo particularly recites, © That if ap 
Maſter Weaver refiding within the Limits piefcribed, 
ſhall, in any Manner whatſoever, retain or employ 
any Journeymap Weayer out of or beyond the faid 
Limite, with Intent or Defign to clude or evade this 
An; or ſhall give, allow, or pay, or cauſe to be given, 
allowed, or paid, to ſuch Journeyman, any more or 
leſs Wages than ſhall be ſettled in Manner as befote 
directed ; every ſuch Perſon ſhall, for every fuch Of- 
fence, forfeit Fifry Pounds ; to be ſued for as is uſual 
in ſuch Caſes; One Moiety of which faid Forfeiture, 
when recovered, ſhall be paid to his Ry and his

Nothing contained in this AQ is meant to regulate 
or controul the Wages of Servants under the Denomi- 
nation of Feremen. |
